should the present difficulties with the
natives eontmue. Ine planters can
onlv be induced to sell at extreme pri
ces. aud many are withdrawing from
the market, preferring to await a higher
ranee of values, wnicn iney expe. t will
shortly come. Accounts regarding the
crowing crop vary considerate v, though
as the trees have !eu rather neglected
ot late years, it is uot probable that the
crop at ine laiesi estimate will yield
over an average quantity. It cau be
thus seen that the prospect for lower
prices of three great coffee crops of the
world, viz: the llio, Ceylon aud Java

l's is not, to say the least, encourag
mg, and all indications seem to point
lo siiu nigner prices the world over. Iu
our market some transactions have
oceu consummated and a lietter feeling
'generally prevails. the (.o r, how
ever, observes editorially : ''With the
exdeption of llrazil, where a smaller
crop is expected than the very laree one
of the present season, the various crops
will be a full average. What may be
the deticieney in the .Brazil crop, it is
yet too early in the season to determine,
and holders here and planters in Brazil
give themselves the beuetit of the doubt,
aud urge the holdiug hack of supplies
iu order to prevent any accumulation
of stocks in the countries of consump
tion, aud thereby sustain the present
range of values. Regarding the next
argument, viz., that high prices will uot
check the consumption, it can be shown
conclusively that the consumption has
fallen on coiisiderai.ly. Ihe deliveries
for consumption, at the six Atlantic
iiorts, from January 1 to May 1, were
3o,300 tons against 411,000 tons during
same time lfl, 4l,ooo tons m 1.V70 aud
42,500 tons in 18C9. At Uiis rate the
consumption of 1873 would fall short of
the consumption of 1871 by 32,10'J tons,
equal to mivotu nags ot tfrazil collec.
If prices continue at the present range,
it is possible that the consumptiou may-
be increased above the present monthly
average, but, if an advance is made, it
is not impossible that the decrease in
the consumption may be still greater
The stocks now held by importers at the
sis jmrtsare sufficient for a full mouth's
consumption at the present ratio, aud
the supplies afloat are sufficient for more
than another month's consumption,
hence, holders, although availing them
selves of every pretext to make an oc
casional advance of c, find it uphill
work, and stocks are slowlv accumu-
lating. Although the daily receipts at
Bio waiting shipment continue very-larg-

the last telegram placing them at
230.000 bags. However, the falling off
in the daily receipts has operated to
cause a small advance at Bio, but ship-
ments seem to have fallen off also, and
thus the stocks there remain heavy.
But this latter will of course diminish
our receipts from that quarter, after the
carges now afloat arrive, and may pos-
sibly reduce stocks here to a point that
will enable holders to again put up their
prices. The increasing receipts of West
India coffees will, however, go far to-
wards making up for any deficiency in
the receipts of Brazils, especially as
these coffees are constantly growing in
favor, and arc now in demand from sec-
tions of the country which formerly use
only Rios."
